S3R,and northeast of Pechanka,where the field personnel sesgquar- 
tered. Uengars were aot observed, 


‘The airfield was occupied by about 20 “Airacobras" (in-.ine en,ine, 
wings end cockpit set rather far to the rear) and since tne Sumer 
of LOE by about 10 fishtcrs slidlar to tne P.~190 and fitted with 
vadial engine. Tuineengine planes, probably iitchelia, Pitted 

with radial engines, double rudder assemoly and suspended envines, 
irecuently lauded al tae airfield. there was day and night flying.
